Their task is to carry on the work 
begun by President Hoover in his re­ 
cent W hite House 
economic 
confer­ 
ences which turned up 
a 
total

nearly $10,000,000,000 in basic business 
for the coming year. 
With this cushion of general con­ 
struction, railroad, utilities and public 
w orks development already in sight, 
the. business men believe the general 
business of the nation will show little 
effect from the stock m ark et situa­ 
tion. 
About 400 leaders of Am erican busi­ 
ness were invited to today’s 
confer­ 
ence, under the auspices of the United 
States Cham ber of Commerce. 
This 
conference was called by 
Julius 
II. 
Bar nes, chairm an of the board of the 
C ham ber who is acting to carry out 
the plans of President Hoover. 
The 
W hite House, having stim ulated a gen­ 
eral tone of optimism in the business 
world, now hopes business will take 
over its own problem. 
A perm anent 
organization to do this is expected to 
result from today’s conference. 
President Hoover’s analysis of every 
m ajor industry was prepared for dis­ 
cussion a t the conference which in ef­ 
fect puts the nation’s business under 
the X-ray for a more complete diag­ 
nosis than it ever before has received. 
This experiment is unique in that 
never before has business as a whole 
faced a problem with 
such 
nation­ 
wide unanimity. 
The pledge of chief 
industrial leaders to President Hoover 
recently th a t wages would not be cut 
is another unprecedented action. 
President Hoover has found 
unex­ 
pectedly in the business situation an 
opportunity to give the test of fire to 
his belief that the governm ent m ust 
co-operate 
with 
civic 
organizations 
tow ard a common end. 
“W henever these associations under­ 
take high public purposes I wish to 
see active co-operation by the govern­ 
m ent with them,” he said in one of 
his last cam paign 
speeches 
at 
St. 
Louis. 
“Without intrusion the government 
can serve to bring together discord­ 
ant elements and to secure co-opera­ 
tion between different industries and 
groups. 
It gives great hope of a new 
basis of solution for 
m any 
of 
our 
problems and progressive 
action 
in 
ou r people. 
It should be the response 
of governm ent to our new economic 
conceptions." 
He is now putting this principle to 
the test in dealing with a nation-wide 
problem.

T he present tariff deadlock has extended beyond all lines of 
party politics. 
It is a conflict of tariff opinion which finds Repub­ 
lican aligned against Republican, Democrat against Democrat, 
Senate against House, West and South against East, agriculture 
against industry, country against city. 
When the bill came from 
the House it provoked disapproval from all sides. 
It was esti­ 
mated at the time that more than 90 per cent of the news­ 
papers of the country were either opposed to the bill or critical 
of it. 
The national retail merchants association advocates that 
the whole question be dropped because it unsettles business, says 
the Staples World. 
It is not necessary to toss tin* tariff into the discard but it is 
necessary to eliminate many of the unnecessary grabs that have 
been worked into its web and woof by individual interests regard­ 
less of its effect on the greatest body—the final consumer. 
Industry, of course, is a necessity, but not more so than agri­ 
culture. 
But both are dependent on the third group— consumers 
— which has so far received very little attention. 
Both industry 
and agriculture must recognize this third group or both may Ik * 
confronted with an organization that will practically dictate its 
own terms, politically. 
The original and basic principles of co-operation takes three 
groups into consideration— producer, seller, and consumer. 
No 
one group can long survive at the expense of the others. 
The present conflict over rates seems to be based on an hon­ 
est effort to treat all groups fairly, and perhaps it is just as well 
that the brakes are applied before the old machine skids into a 
culvert.

Leading corporations were in 
lebt and were forced to borrow. 
Today, business has large cash 
•eserves and is lending instead of borrowing. 
The New York Stock Exchange has recently demanded from 
/ll its members complete daily reports covering stocks borrowed, 
from whom and for whose account, all stocks lent, and a list of 
stocks which they failed to deliver. 
Apparently effort is being 
made to protect legitimate investors and discourage professional 
manipulation.
